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1. Claims 43 is pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 43 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9-30-04 have been fully considered but are not found 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues the ID4 protein is statistically decreased in expression in psoriatic skin 
cells as opposed to nonpsoriatic skin cells, that ID4 maps to the psoriatic susceptibility loci and 
that the specification teaches how to treat psoriasis by administering a marker protein of the 
claims. Lastly Applicant argues the specification teaches that genes, such as ID4, whose 
expression change prior to clinical improvement during therapy play a causal role in disease 
progression. 

However, the specification teaches that such genes that fit that criterion, may play a role. 
Further the specification provides no working examples demonstrating this assertion, nor does 
the specification guide one of skill in the art where this assertion is a recognized fact established 
prior to applicant's invention by the medical community. Since the a State of the Art reference 
does not recognize the ID4 is useful in treating psoriasis and the specification does not provide 
sufficient guidance demonstrating a causal link between ID4 decreased expression and psoriasis 
it would require an undue amount of experimentation to practice the claimed invention.
